A Prediction and a Precedent 


AN EDITORIAL 


Back in the year 1938 one of the best friends Santa 
Ana has ever had, the late Terry Stephenson, then Orange 
county treasurer, wrote for publication in El] Don the fol- 
lowing paragraphs: 

“We face the fact, as we have for some years 
past, that Santa Ana needs an adequate junior college 
plant more than it needs anything else. 

“The junior college is here to stay. It has a per- 
manent place, and a highly valuable place, in the 
community—a place that mighty few persons would 
want to see disturbed. Its main handicap is in its 
grounds and buildings. We cannot expect to go on 
indefinitely with make-believe college buildings scat- 
tered along Main street, through the Y.M.C.A. build- 
ing and way stations. 

‘““We have a chance to do something about it in 
a reasonable, business-like way. 

“7’?ll make this prediction: If Santa Ana builds 
this junior college now, nobody in all the years to 
come will regret it.’’ 


This unqualified endorsement of the efforts of the 
Board of Education of 1938 to provide the community 
with better educational advantages might well be recalled 
at this moment. The situation is even more grave now than 
it was six years ago. Post-war needs that did not then 
exist deserve and demand attention. Courses in many types 
of shop work such as airplane construction, Diesel en- 
gines, electrical refrigeration, auto mechanics, forge, and 
welding must be made possible to students of junior col- 
lege. Our present campus lacks adequate facilities for 
such work. Other needs might be cited—the list is long— 
a gymnasium, an auditorium, and a cafeteria. 

Although Santa -Ana Junior college ranks high in 
scholastic rating we cannot hope to maintain our position 
forever unless equipment and housing are improved. 

The “Junior College Journal” for October, 1934 con- 
tains the report of an action taken by the citizens of High- 
land, Kansas when the junior college of that town was 
faced with the necessity of closing its doors. Although 
the population numbers but 700, business men of Highland 
raised through voluntary contributions $5000 and guar- 
anteed the operation of the Highland Junior college 
throughout the critical period of the war. 

This happened in Kansas and the Santa Ana Inde- 
pendent wonders how the Board of Education is to 
finance the erection of our new junior college buildings!

“There is no reason why any 
student should lack funds for re- 
maining in college,” declared Miss 
Genevieve Humiston, director of 
the Placement Service. “The chief 
and real purpose of our depart- 


‘ment is to line up jobs that are 


part-time and yet pay well enough 
to enable students to stay here 
with us.” 

“Do you ever secure full-time 
occupation for those who may 
want to earn money rather than 
get an education?” Miss Humis- 
ton was asked. “And what kind 
of jobs do you have?” 

“At the end of the semester we 
put students in contact with em- 
ployers seeking full-time help,” 
Miss Humiston replied. ‘Prac- 
tically every type of job that a 
college student could handle is 
available. All kinds are waiting. 
There are calls for laboratory as- 
sistants, salesmen, clerks, res- 
taurant workers, typists, janitors, 
women to work for board and 
room, and a hundred other an- 
swers to ‘what have you’ in- 
quiries. Business relationships 
have been established with nearly 
all industries and firms in Santa 
Ana. 

“Any student under 18 years of 
age must obtain a work permit, 
however, as old permits issued for 
summer jobs are not valid now. 
These new permits may be secured 
through the Placement Service.
